Well, another New Year has arrived and with it, the 
usual tired resolutions. I, for one, have a long list of things 
I’ll quit or start. It's the same list I used last year. 

Interesting thing about resolutions — some of them 
are very good. For instance, the one about using RTD in¬ 
stead of the car. UTD probably has a bus going where you 
want to go. Valley Plaza at Victory and Laurel Canyon 
is a good example. No less than 5 RTD lines serve this 
fabulous shopping complex from almost every part of the 
Valley. Send for a map and timetables. It’s a good way 
to start the year. 

I have no way of knowing how many of you good 
folks reading this column have used International Air¬ 
port. Nearly 15 million people used it last year and the 
chances are very good that many of you will fly during 
the coming year. My point is this: RTD offers a very 
good service to the airport on three lines. The No. 3 Line 
to downtown Inglewood; the No. 100 Line to Watts, South. 
Gate and Lynwood; and the No. 51 Line south to the beach 
cities of Manhattan, Hermosa, and Redondo, and to Los 
Angeles .Not only tliat, but you can go from downtown Los 
Angeles to the Airport for only 62c. Try to beat that if 
you can.

Secrets of successful rose 
care in Southern California 
will be given at the eight 
free rose care demonstra¬ 
tions held an'nually in the 
Pageant of Roses Garden at 
Rose Hills Memorial Park.
